(Passed on this 22nd day of August, 1997) 

After considering the facts of the case, the Authority finds the practice adopted by the Tuticorin Port Trust to round off 
cargo-related charges to the next higher multiple of ten rupees to be highly objectionable. It is shocked to know that this practice 
has been in vogue for well over a decade. It is seen to be a case of undue advantage taken by the Port Trust. The authority is, 
thereof, happy to see the Port Trust itself bringing up this case to delete the condition of rounding off. Nevertheless, in view of 
the feet that there is a purpose in the rounding offbills, it is felt, it will be sufficient if the bills are required to be rounded off to 
the next rupee rather than to the next higher multiple of ten rupees.
